THE LATEST WORD 
ON ALLERGIES 


Sniffles and coughs are 
common in early childhood, 
but parents typically become 
concerned when their 
progeny seem to be sneezing, 
wheezing, and coughing for 
weeks on end. How do you 
know when you need to see 
an allergist? And what are the 
latest treatments for the 
problem? 

According to the American 
Academy of Pediatrics, 11 
million children—one in 
five—have an allergy, which 
is the body's overreaction to 
an otherwise harmless 
substance such as pollen, 
food, or animal saliva. Some 
kids suffer from seasonal 
allergies which come and go 
as local plants, flowers, and 
weeds bloom. Others react to 
year-round irritants such as 
dust mites, pollens, animal 
dander and saliva, feathers, 
molds, and occasionally 
foods. And some kids 
develop asthma and contact 
dermatitis (eczema). 

David Tinkelman, M.D., 
clinical professor of pediatrics 
at the Department of Allergy 
and Immunology at the 
Medical College of Georgia, 
says that most parents ask 
their physicians or nurse 
practitioners about allergies 
after their children have ex- 
perienced weeks of symp- 
toms that are only mildly 
relieved by over-the-counter 
medications. 

Many kids with allergies 
develop night coughing, 
caused by drainage of 
mucous down the back of the 
throat, or by airway reactivity, 
a mild form of asthma. Either 
way, it means sleep problems 
for the whole family. While 
rhinitis, asthma and eczema 
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tend to run in families, 
Tinkelman warns that parents 
shouldn't rule out the 
possibility of allergy just 


because they think they them- 


selves aren't —or weren't — 
allergy sufferers. "People are 
not good judges of whether 
they were allergic as kids," 
Tinkelman says. "They may 
have had a problem when 
they were less than six years 
old, and just don't remember, 
or they may have never been 
diagnosed properly." 

Parents who suspect that 
a child may have an allergy 


should discuss their obser- 
vations with their pediatrician, 
who may then refer them to 
an allergist. Over-the-counter 
medications— properly 
used—are often effective in 
reducing symptoms and 
making a child comfortable. 
But some children can 
develop sleepiness, irrita- 
bility, and decreased appetite 
from these drugs, so 
children's reactions need to 
be monitored closely. Some- 
times prescription drugs 
prove effective. 

For children 12 and over, · 
the drugs Seldane and 
Hismanal, and the soon-to- 
be-available Claritin, offer a 


big benefit in that they do not 
cause decreased concen- 
tration and sleepiness. "This 
is a big advancement for 
children," says Tinkelman, 
“allowing them to reduce 
their symptoms while being 
able to focus on school." 
Often prevention strategies 
work. Depending on the 
suspected allergens, parents 
may be advised to vacuum or 
dust more frequently, to keep 
their furnace filter clean, to 
install a humidifier and air 
conditioner, or to switch the 
child from feather to foam 


pillows. The American 
Academy of Pediatrics 
suggests that families keep 
windows closed during the 
pollen season, especially on 
windy days, and in the 
morning, when pollen counts 
are highest. The child should 
also be kept away from 
anyone who is smoking. 

Parents are often con- 
cerned about whether the 
family pet is the cause of a 
child's allergy. Animals with 
fur—cats, dogs, hamsters, and 
gerbils—often pose problems 
for allergic kids. Tinkelman 
advises parents to remove the 
pet from the child's bedroom 
or from the family room,

decreasing the amount of 
exposure and contact. The 
best pets for children who 
are allergic to animals, he 
adds, are turtles, hermit 
crabs, fish, and snakes. 

In some cases, the allergist 
will determine the exact 
allergens a child is respond- 
ing to by injecting minute 
doses of possible allergens 
and monitoring skin reaction. 
A raised, red welt at the 
injection site may signal an 
allergy. Then allergy shots 
can be given on a regular 
basis if necessary. Gradually 
the child should have a 
smaller reaction or no 
reaction at all when in 
contact with the allergy- 
causing agent. 

Allergies can start at any 
age; they're not just for kids.

Or so says Rose Rosa, 
chairperson of the Fashion 
Design Department at the 
Fashion Institute of Tech- 
nology in New York.

Once shopping, parents 
should refrain from actually 
pulling clothes off the rack. 
“If you show you like some- 
thing a lot, your child will 
probably hate it,” says Rosa. 
“The more successful 
approach is to literally stand 
back, and let the child select 
possibilities. It's better to let

It doesn't take more than 
a handful of kids after 
school to turn snack time 
into a hectic challenge.

Visit any elementary school 
parking lot and look around: 
the minivan is everywhere. 

In fact, of the 15 million

cars and trucks that are pre- 
dicted to be sold in 1994, in- 
dustry experts expect one 
million of them to be mini- 
vans. There are already three 
million minivan owners in the 
country: many of them are 
young families but others are 
empty nesters who use the 
vans for travel, sports and 
hobbies. 

The first minivan was 
produced by Chrysler and 
appeared in late 1983. “The 
minivan was a packaging 
breakthrough,” says Thomas 
Gale, vice president for 
product design and general 
manager of minivan 
operations at Chrysler 
Corporation. “The idea was to 
offer a van with a car-like feel, 
with an easy step-up, with a 
dash-board that offered good 
forward visibility, and with 
steering that gave a good 
feeling of control.” 

The van of the "7065 was 
clunky and didn’t offer the 
luxuries of today’s minivans. 
“The economic impact of the 
fuel crisis delayed the natural 
development of the minivan,” 
says Gale, who adds that its 
eventual development was 
something of a risk. 

But minivan sales soared 
right from the start. Now, 
says Gale, the minivan is a

luxurious vehicle, complete 
with roof consoles, cup 
holders, versatile lighting 
configurations, underseat 
storage drawers, flexible 
seating, integrated child seats, 
and window design that gives 
even the littlest back-seat 
passengers a good view. 
"Today's minivans are 
personal-use vehicles," says 
Gale. *Young families are 
moving—chauffeuring— 
their children and their 
friends around, Minivans are 
vacation haulers. They give 
people the freedom to 
transport things themselves, 
to pack in strollers and play 
pens, to pick up antiques. 
Their appeal is universal.” 
How will the minivan 
evolve in the next few years? 
“More luxury,” says Gale, 
including greater use of 
glass, new materials for the 
body of the vehicle, and 
more interior features and 
flexibility. Chrysler has 
already researched the 
possibility of offering small 
flat television screens and 
video systems—great for the 
*are-we-there-yet?" set. And 
don't be surprised if you see

A CLASSIC FOR KIDS 


Alice Waters, owner of the 
award-winning Chez Panisse 
restaurant in Berkeley, 
California, says her new book 
Fanny at Chez Panisse 
(Harper Collins, 1992, $20) is 
an effort to improve the way 
children see food. 

“Eating is central to every- 
one’s experience, yet people 
don’t know where their food 
comes from or how it’s 
made,” Waters says. “We've 
been pushed to accept con- 
venience and speed, but in 
cooking and eating, pleasure 
comes from taking the time. 
Shelling the peas, for 
example, is a very fun thing 
to do, especially for kids.” 

Waters says kids have to 
be part of the whole process 
of creating food, from visit- 


ing a farmer's market and 


selecting the best of what's 
in season to preparing and 
serving the meal. She feels 
developing such food- 
friendliness in children will 
even have an ecological 
impact: “When you under- 
stand food, you'll be more 
careful about land use and 
water pollution. Good food 
comes from farms and people 
who care about the earth."

Makes 12 to 15 2-inch biscuits 


1 3/4 cups flour 1/2 teaspoon salt 


1 tablespoon baking powder 1 cup whipping cream 
1 tablespoon sugar 2 to 3 tablespoons melted butter 

1. First turn the oven on to 425 degrees. Then put all the dry things—flour, baking powder, 
sugar and salt—into a medium-sized bowl, and mix with a spoon. Pour in the cream and mix 
with a spoon until it forms big lumps. Then mix with your hands. At first it is sticky, but as you 
press it together it begins to form a smooth ball. 

2. Take the ball out of the bowl and put it on a lightly floured table. Press the dough out with 
your hands, fold it back onto itself, and press out again. Turn it around and press and fold 
again. This is called “kneading” the dough. Do it for about 1 minute. 

3. Roll out the dough with a rolling pin, or use your hand to pat it out. It should be about 3/4 
inch thick—about two fingers high. Cut into shapes you like with a cookie cutter or an upside-. 
down glass. This makes about 12 round biscuits, but you have to roll the scraps of dough 
together again to make the last ones. 

4. Have a baking sheet ready. Dip each biscuit into the melted butter. Let the extra butter drip 


off, and then put the biscuit on the sheet. Bake them for 12 to 15 minutes until nice and brown.

tell you he is a giant of animation. For 42 years Davis 

reigned supreme as the studio's premiere animator of 
the female human figure. Tinker Bell is his creation—along 
with Sleeping Beauty and Cinderella. Yet when you meet Marc 
Davis what impresses you most about this very talented man is 
that he's also a very nice guy. 

Walt Disney must have thought so, too. From the time Davis 
started at the studio, in December of 1935, many of Disney's 
“nicest” characters were Davis's to do. In addition to Tinker Bell 
and Cinderella, there was Alice in Wonderland, Sleeping Beauty, 
and the animals Thumper and Bambi. But there is another side 
to. Davis. A side that found its voice in two of Davis's greatest 
creations, the villainous witch Maleficent from 1959's Sleeping 
Beauty, and the animal furloving Cruella De Vil 
from 1961’s 101 Dalmatians. Why it took over 
20 years for the studio to unleash Davis's 
darker talents is anybody's guess, particularly 
when you consider he has black magic is in 
his blood. 
For generations the Davis family business 
was not the practice of law or medicine, but 
the practice of black magic. In Russia, 
Eastern Europe, and along the coast of 
Africa, Davis's paternal grandfather made his 
iving as a practitioner of the black arts, earning enough of a 
name for himself to have performed before the Czar. Davis's 
father embraced the family business, added mind reading to 
he repertoire, and took his wife, his son, and his act on the 
road in Texas, Louisiana, Oregon, California, Missouri, Nevada, 
Florida, and Oklahoma. Before his 18th birthday, Davis had 
attended 23 schools and had turned to drawing as an antidote 
o the loneliness of always being the new kid, the outsider. 

If Davis senior could not settle down, Marc Davis found a 
home at Disney. And with hi e brought the restless 
curiosity, sense of fun, and creativity he'd inherited from his 
father. Perhaps no character cap ures the many sides of Marc 
Davis better than his favorite creation, Cruella De Vil. “A ‘nice’ 
character like Cinderella can cry, plead, be strong, but that's 
about all you have to work with,” says Davis. “But Cruella is 
domineering, incapable of listening, a slam-bang kind of 
personality. She was so much fun to bring to life, especially 
when she went berserk." 

Davis has other reasons for liking Cruella best. Traditionally, 
Disney animators divide up a film scene by scene, with different

“Most of 
all," he says, "it was the terrific job actress Betty Lou Gerson did 
giving voice to Cruella that told me this character was bigger 
han life, high in energy and, like a shark, always moving." 

To what does Davis attribute Cruella's popularity as one of 
the screen's great villains? 

"Everyone knows someone like her,” he says, “someone who 
is self-centered and selfish. Who never stops talking and is only 
focused on what he or she wants." But is Cruella De Vil 
modeled on someone real? Someone Marc Davis knows? She 
is, he says, but he's not telling who. Marc Davis is too nice a 
guy for that.
